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The landing field at Tutow (li Jlt/P 60) was not farmed* but was in poor 
condition* All the hangars were destroyed* The field was not occupied* 
Volk spoil zoi were quartered in two buildings of the Tutow settlement* 
About IS dummy aircraft* apparently mounted on revolving disks* were 
standing on the landing field, 

A local resident said that the field was blocked cn weofcsdays by Volks** 
polisei and was used as a ground target by Soviet aircraft on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays* Mostly single-engine* but sometimes twin-engine* 
planes allegedly fired with machine guns and aircraft cannons* *
